CHARLES  WILLIAM  SUPER,  one  of  the  two  living  former  presi- 
dents of  Oliio  University,  observed  his  eighty-eighth  birthday  on 
September  12.  Hi  received  a  Bachelor's  degret  from  Dickinson 
College,  a  Master's  degret  from  Syracusi  University,  Doctorates  from 
Illinois  Wesleyan  and  Dickinson,  and  was  foi  two  years  a  student  in 
Tiiliint/rn  I'niri  rsil i/.  (Irrmnny.  He  began  his  long  career  as  mi  edu- 
cator as  professor  of  Languages  oi  Cincinnati  Wesleyan  University,  a« 
institution  of  which  hi  was  later  president.  IL  served  as  president  oj 
Ohio  University  two  terms;  from  1888  to  1896,  and  from  1899  to  1904. 
It  Has  during  his  second  administration  thai  Ohio  University  received 
its  first  appropriation  from  tin  stnt,  legislature.  Doctor  Super  still 
r<  sill i  s  in  Athens. 
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Visit  to  Scotland  Described  By  Edith  Gardner 
Member  of  Voigt-Alumni  Party  of  Past  Year 


THIS  past  summer  Dean  Voigt  acted  as 
hostess  to  a  party  of  twenty- five  per- 
sons who  went  on  a  tour  through  Europe. 
The  itinerary  included  the  following  coun- 
tries: Scotland,  Belgium,  France,  Switzer- 
land, Italy,  Germany,  Holland,  and  Eng- 
land. 

As  Scotland  was  the  first  country  in- 
cluded in  our  itinerary,  I  shall  tell  of  some 
of  the  places  of  interest  which  we  visited. 

Edinburgh,  Scotland,  was  reached  one 
Saturday  evening  in  June.  From  our  hotel 
window,  we  had  a 
good  view  of  Prin- 
cess Street,  said  to 
he  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  streets  in 
Europe.  It  was  so 
attractive  as  seen 
from  the  window 
that  we  were  anx- 
ious to  have  a  clos- 
er view. 

As  soon  as  din- 
ner was  eaten,  we 
went  on  a  sight- 
seeing tour  along 
Princess  Street. 
The  famous  Prin- 
cess Street  Gar- 
dens were  pleasure 

grounds  of  delight.  In  these  gardens,  Edin- 
burgh has  commemorated  many  of  her 
greatest  sons,  and  the  recently  erected 
American  Scott  memorial,  with  its  detached 
figure  of  a  soldier  gazing  upward  to  the 
lowering  heights  of  the  castle  is  the  subject 
of  great  admiration.  Among  the  many 
monuments  in  Edinburgh,  the  most  interest- 
ing is  the  graceful  Gothic  spire  in  memory 
of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  After  gazing  at  this 
monument  for  several  minutes,  we  retraced 
our  steps  and  soon  reached  our  hotel. 

Having  noticed  an  old  castle  on  a  hill  a 
few  squares  from  our  hotel,  a  few  of  us  de- 
cided that  we  would  go  to  see  it  before 
breakfast  the  next  morning.     It  was  a  very

steep  climb  to  get  to  the  castle  but  we  felt 
amply  repaid  for  our  efforts.  It  was  built 
of  gray  stone  and  was  very  ancient  looking. 
On  one  side  could  be  seen  an  old  stone  wall 
and  within  this  inclosure  were  some  old 
relics.  Seeing  another  castle  far  away  in 
a  level  part  of  the  city,  we  decided  that  it, 
too,  would  be  worth  seeing. 

When  we  reached  this  castle,  which  was 
Holyrood,  it  was  in  a  much  better  state  of 
preservation.    Here  a  sentinel  dressed  in  the 
uniform  of  a  Scottish  highlander,  was  on 
guard.     For  a  time 
we     stood     and 
watched  him  as  he 
marched    back  and 
forth,   then   we  re- 
turned to  the  hotel 
for  breakfast. 

Since  we  all  de- 
sired to  go  to  St. 
Giles  Cathedral 
that  morning,  we 
were  soon  on  our 
way.  The  interior 
of  the  Cathedral 
was  very  unique, 
decor  ated  with 
many  flags  both 
old  and  new  and 
of  many  designs. 
The  service  here  was  very  impressive  as  well 
as  formal.  It  was  now  time  for  lunch  and 
so  we  all  left  St.  Giles,  the  first  cathedral 
which  we  had  visited  in  Europe. 

There  were  two  open-top  buses  waiting 
for  us  as  soon  as  we  came  from  lunch.  That 
afternoon  we  were  to  visit  the  Scott  coun- 
try. These  buses  took  us  through  a  beau- 
tiful residential  district.  The  houses  were 
made  of  white  stone,  and  the  lawns  were 
especially  pretty  with  beds  of  gayly  colored 
pansies.  It  was  a  great  surprise,  as  we  mo- 
tored along,  to  notice  the  scarcity  of  auto- 
mobiles and  the  immense  number  of  bi- 
cycles. We  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  scenery 
along  the  road.     Some  of  the  land  was  gent- 
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!y  rolling  and  used  for  pasture  while  in 
other  plaees  would  he  vast  stretches  of  beau- 
tiful old  trees.  After  a  drive  of  a  few 
hours  the  town  of  Melrose  was  reached. 
Here  we  stopped  in  order  to  see  Melrose 
Abbey. 

There  is  much  exquisite  workmanship  in 
the  architecture  and  details  of  these  ruins. 
In  recent  years  the  Abbey  was  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Duke  of  Bucclend  who  in  1918 
made  the  ruins  over  to  the  nation.  Since 
then  the  foundations  have  been  excavated 
and  much  valuable  restoration  has  been  car- 
ried out  and  it  is  now  possible  to  form  an 
excellent  idea  of  the  beauty  of  the  original 
structure.  Sir  Walter  Scott  used  to  spend 
many  hours  amid  the  haunting  shadows  to 
which  in  "The  Lay"  he  makes  loving  ref- 
erences. Leaving  these  ruins  we  again  en 
tered  our  bus  and  motored  for  four  miles 
through  a  beautiful  country  from  Melrose 
to  Dryburgh  Abbey,  the  burial  place  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott.  In  an  adjoining  grave  in  an- 
cestral grounds  he  the  remains  of  Field 
Marshal  Earl  Haig,  the  victorious  com- 
mander of  the  British  Forces  in  the  Great 
War. 

The  picturesque  ruin  lies  at  a  loop  of  the 
Tweed  amidst  beautiful  old  trees.  The  site 
has  been  a  sacrd  spot  since  the  sixth  cen- 
tury. It,  too,  was  made  over  to  the  nation 
in  191 S.  The  portions  of  the  Abbey  still 
remaining  include  the  beautiful  St.  Mary's 
Aisle.  St.  Modan's  Chapel,  the  chapter 
house  cloisters,  choir  and  transept,  with 
decorated  groined  vaults  over  the  aisles. 

Scott's  tomb  is  in  St.  Mary's  Aisle,  and 
by  his  side  lie  his  wife,  his  son,  and  his  son- 
in-law  and  biographer,  Lockhart.  Fifteen 
years  after  his  death  a  massive  granite  block 
in  the  shape  of  a  sarcophagus  was  placed 
over  the  grave.  It  bears  these  simple  words: 
Sir  Walter  Scott,  Baronet 
Died  September  21,  A.  D.,  1832 

Alter  leaving  the  Abbey  we  were  soon  on 
our  way  to  Edinburgh.  This  time  we  wen) 
a  different  route  from  the  one  we  travelled 
going  out.  In  a  short  rime  we  went  past 
Abbotsford,  Sir  Walter  Scott's  home  for 
many  years.  The  house  and  grounds  were 
I  '  autiful.  Near  Abbotsford  there  is  a  spol 
from  which  one  has  an  unbroken  view  of  a 
landscape  nude  up  of  large  old  trees,  low 
hills,  and  the  Tweed  river  winding  in  and 
<>iit  far  below.  Sir  Walter  Scott  used  to 
stop  at    this   spol    tor  three  minutes  every 


time  he  drove  this  way  in  order  to  enjoy 
this  scene.  Our  driver  followed  Sir  Walter 
Scott's  custom.  We  made  no  more  stops 
on  our  way  home. 

On  Monday  morning  we  left  by  train  to 
visit  the  Trossachs.  At  Collander  we 
changed  from  the  train  to  a  bus.  We  mo- 
tored through  the  Pass  of  the  Trossachs  that 
is  no  more  than  a  mile  in  length,  the  road 
threading  its  way  through  the  narrow  defile 
in  the  mountain  barrier.  The  Pass  is  one 
continuous  ma:e  of  gray  rocks  and  green 
woods,  lofty  precipices  and  dark  ravines, 
with  now  and  then  heathery  knoles.  with 
masses  of  trees  scattered  in  picturesque  con- 
fusion. 

After  leaving  the  Pass  we  went  aboard  a 
boat,  Sir  Walter  Scott,  for  a  forty  five  min- 
ute ride  across  Loch  Katrine.  The  scenery 
along  this  lake  was  very  picturesque.  Mam- 
mansions  surrounded  by  large  tracts  of  land 
could  be  seen  from  the  boat.  Ellen's  Isle. 
Goblin's  Cave.  Ben  Venue,  Ben  Ledi,  and 
Ben  A'an  were  pointed  out  as  we  slammed 
along.  Our  boat  landed  at  Stronhachen 
where  a  tallyho  was  waiting  to  take  us  to 
Inversnaid. 

While  we  were  waiting  at  Inversnaid  tor 
a  boat  to  take  us  to  another  bus  terminal  we 
saw  all  kinds  of  wild  flowers  mentioned  m 
'Lady  of  the  Lake."  Our  boat  having  ar- 
rived, we  were  soon  on  our  way  to  Edin- 
burgh which  we  reached  in  time  to  pack  our 
big  cases  and  have  them  outside  our  doors 
ready  for  an  early  start  on  Tuesday  morn 
ing  tor  Liverpool.

FROM  THE  EDITOR'S  DESK 


OHIO  University  and  the  Alumni  Secretary  send  best  wishes  as  a  final  greeting 
of  the  waning  year.  Not  only,  however,  would  the  secretary-editor  convey  to  you 
the  good  wishes  and  felicitations  of  Alma  Mater  but  he  would  also  like  —  in  a  manner 
of  stock-taking  appropriate  to  this  season  —  to  pass  on  a  few  brief  bits  of  information 
concerning  the  university.  Every  graduate  and  former  student 
A  Very  Happy  will  be  pleased  to  know,  as  great  numbers  do  know,  of  the  many- 

AJeu1  Tear  To  Tou  phased  and  gratifying  growth  of  the  institution  in  recent  years. 
For  instance,  more  persons  have  received  degrees  and  diplomas 
from  Ohio  University  during  the  past  ten  years  than  received  them  in  all  of  the  preced- 
ing 116  years  of  the  school's  history.  During  the  past  decade  the  student  enrollment 
has  increased  113%;  the  money  appropriated  by  the  state  for  the  use  of  the  university 
has  increased  from  approximately  a  half  million  dollars  to  almost  two  and  one-third 
million  dollars  each  bienmum,  the  pay  roll  (salaries  and  wages)  alone  increasing  mean- 
while to  over  three  times  the  amount  of  all  of  the  money  appropriated  ten  years  ago. 

Where  classroom  instruction  was  meted  out  in  1920  by  a  teaching  staff  of  83  per- 
sons, the  student  body  of  1930  is  served  by  a  corps  of  208  highly-trained  faculty  mem- 
bers in  buildings  that  have  increased  in  number  from  15  to  24,  not  including  14 
dormitory  cottages. 

In  recent  years,  too,  many  fine  and  long-desired  recognitions  have  come  to  Ohio 
University.  Membership  is  now  held  in  the  Association  of  American  Universities  and 
Colleges,  with  all  that  that  can  and  does  mean  in  the  way  of  prestige  to  member  insti- 
tutions; our  alumnae  are  eligible  to  full  membership  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
American  Association  of  University  Women;  while  an  added  incentive  to  and  recog- 
nition of  scholastic  attainment  is  provided  by  a  chapter  of  the  honorary  scholarship 
fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  which  was  established  on  the  Ohio  campus  in  1929. 

All  of  these  things  are  of  the  sort  of  which  Ohio  University  men  and  women  may 
well  and  pardonably  be  proud.  But,  also,  there  are  many  ways  in  which  the  alumni 
may  serve  their  Alma  Mater  and  aid  her  in  a  continuation  of  good  work  and  an  achieve- 
ment of  newer  and  higher  aims.  Not  the  least  of  these  is  to  maintain  an  affiliation 
with  the  school's  official  alumni  organization — the  Ohio  University  Alumni  Association. 
Through  this  articulation  a  cooperative  and  coordinated  helpfulness  is  insured  and 
through  the  association's  magazine,  The  Ohio  Alumnus,  frequent  informative  contacts 
may  be  maintained. 

A  LREADY  voices  have  been  raised  in  some  quarters  in  criticism  of  the  1931  foot- 
•*•  *-  ball  schedule  as  recently  announced  by  Athletic  Director  Bird.  For  most  part  the 
objections  have  been  raised,  we  feel,  by  persons  not  broadly  sympathetic  or  informed 
although  some  others  who  would  not  wittingly  be  other  than  loyal  to  the  best  interests 

of  things  athletic  at  Ohio  University,  have  expressed  disappoint-

now  is  the  time,  by  one  bold  stroke,  to  claim  a  large  place  in  the 
sun  for  the  Bobcats.  The  arguments,  pro  and  con,  are  too  numerous  and  this  space  too 
brief  for  an  adequate  discussion  of  the  contention  but  just  let  us  express  a  personal 
opinion  to  the  effect  that  a  gradual  entry  into  fast-moving  major  league  competition 
will  in  the  end  be  more  satisfactory  and  productive  of  less  grief  and  embarrassment 
than  a  plunge  such  as  was  made  this  year  by  Western  Reserve  University.  Reserve's 
"suicide  schedule"  and  the  season's  results  should  long  stand  as  a  deterrent  to  over- 
ambitious  persons  who  would  attempt  to  go  places  and  do  things  before  the  time 
is  ripe.

Ohio  University's  healthiest  boy  is  not  a 
member  of  the  championship  football  team, 
and  the  healthiest  girl  is  likely  to  be  found 
most  anywhere  about  the  campus  except  at 
the  women's  gymnasium.  They  do  not  go 
to  bed  early  and  do  not  get  up  early  —  un- 
less they  have  to  —  and  give  no  particular 
thought  to  diet.  They  are  typical  students 
and  both  declare  their  exceptional  health 
"just  happened." 

After  the  2600  students  in  the  univer- 
sity had  been  given  physical  examinations 
during  Health  week  it  was  found  that  Mary 
Elizabeth  Brunner,  of  Uhrichsville,  and 
John  Harold  Wolfe,  of  Gallipolis,  rated 
nearest  perfect.  Miss  Brunner  is  a  junior  in 
the  College  of  Education  and  Mr.  Wolfe 
is  a  junior  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts.

Survey  statistics  gathered  during  the  past 
year  show  that  the  heaviest  research  and 
outside  reading  work  in  the  University  Li- 
brary was  done  on  Tuesdays  with  the  Wed- 
nesdays and  Mondays  next  in  order. 

The  heaviest  attendances  of  the  past  year 
tor  each  of  the  days  of  the  week  were  as 
follows:  Monday,  1216;  Tuesday,  1366; 
Wednesday,  1242;  Thursday,  1160;  Friday, 
801;  Saturday,  ^"43;  and  Sunday,  793. 

The  Librarian's  records  indicate  that 
Ohio  University  students  are  consulting 
books  at  the  library  far  more  than  they  did 
a  few  years  ago,  the  percentage  gain  in  li- 
brary attendance  outstripping  the  gain  in 
student  enrollment.

A  new  department  of  Health  Education 
has  been  created  at  Ohio  University  m  the 
Scho  >l  "i  l'h\  sic  al  Educ  ation  to  he  headed 
by  Prof.  Charles  D.  Giauque  who  has  pre* 
viouslv  had  charge  "i   the  work  in  Ortho 
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pedic  Gymnastics.     Prof.  O.  C.  Bird  is  di- 
rector of  the  School  of  Physical  Education. 

On  October  4  Professor  Giauque  address- 
ed the  National  Recreation  Association,  in 
convention  at  Atlantic  City,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  raising  the  standards  of  training  of 
play  teachers. 

The  state  department  of  Education,  Ohio 
University,  and  the  Athens  County  Board 
of  Education  have  cooperated  this  year  to 
establish  a  modern  system  of  physical  and 
health  education  in  nine  elementary  schools 
of  the  county.  Bernard  Hughes,  '30,  has 
been  placed  in  charge  of  the  work  and  has 
outlined  a  plan  under 
which  each  student  re- 
ceives at  least  100  minutes 
of  training  each  week. 


Phi  Beta  Kappa  Elects 

Phi  Beta  Kappa,  honor- 
ary scholastic  fraternity, 
this  fall  announced  the 
election  to  membership  of 
the  following  undergradu- 
ates: Evelyn  Underwood, 
Wapakoneta,  majoring  in 
English;  Frank  Danello, 
Jersey  Shore,  Pa.,  Eco- 
nomics; Leonard  Henning- 
er,  Franklin  Furnace, 
Economics;  and  Marian 
McClure,  Athens,  French. 
Initiation  of  these  stu- 
dents was  held  Dec.  5. 

All  of  those  chosen  are 
seniors,  but  were  elected 
upon  their  junior  standing.  Elections  will 
be  held  again  next  spring  when  seniors  may 
be  elected  upon  their  fourth  year  standing 
and  at  which  time,  also,  a  limited  number 
of  selections  from  alumni  ranks  will  likely 
be  made. 

Prof.  Raymer  McQuiston,  chairman  of 
the  membership  committee  of  the  loca' 
chapter,  has  explained  that  only  outstand 
ing  students  in  non-professional  and  non 
vocational  courses  are  ordinarily  eligible  for 
membership  consideration.  However,  if  less 
than  Wc  of  a  student's  work  is  classed  as 
professional  he  may  be  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration. 


Ohio  University's  100-piece  band,  has  dis- 
played an  interesting  and  extremely  valu- 
able collection  of  musical  instruments. 
Ranging  from  the  largest  of  brass  to  a  va- 
riety of  small  and  delicate  wood  instru- 
ments, the  collection  is  chiefly  representa- 
tive of  the  nineteenth  and  early  part  of  the 
twentieth  centuries.  Professor  Janssen  be- 
gan his  collecting  while  in  Europe. 

Included  in  the  collection  is  a  small  horn, 
made  of  a  sea  shell,  once  used  by  a  Chinese 
priest  to  announce  his  presence  in  a  village. 
A  Japanese  instrument  of  great  age,  used  in 
religious  ceremonies,  is  also  to  be  seen  in  the 
Janssen  collection.  Other 
exhibits  are  an  African 
tom-tom,  an  English  hunt- 
ing horn,  rack  upon  rack 
of  wood-wind  i  n  s  t  r  u  - 
ments,  and  a  large  group 
of  brasses  through  which 
one  can  easily  trace  the 
development  from  simple 
bugle  types  down  to  the 
later  valved  instruments.

WITH  entire  appropriateness  and  at 
the  solicitation  of  officers  of  the 
Alumni  Association  there  has  recently  been 
hung  in  the  foyer  of  the  Alumni  Memorial 
Auditorium  a  framed  copy  of  the  "Prayer 
of  Dedication"  offered  by  President  Elmer 
Burntt  Bryan,  January  20,  1929,  on  the  oc- 
casion  of    the  dedication    of   the   building. 

The  copy  is  beautiful-      | 

ly  hand  inscribed  and  il- 
luminated after  the  man- 
ner of  old  manuscripts. 
In  the  accompanying  re- 
production much  of  the 
detail  and  all  of  the 
beautiful  color  effects 
are  lost.  The  prayer  was 
copied  on  genuine  sheep- 
skin, is  18  by  24  inches, 
and  is  the  work  of  a  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio,  artist. 

The  full  text  of  the 
prayer  follows: 

"Lord,  Thou  hast  been 
our  dwelling  place  in  all 
generations.  Before  the 
mountains  were  brought 
forth,  or  ever  Thou 
hadst  formed  the  earth 
and  the  world,  even 
from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting,    Thou    art    God. 

O  Lord,  our  Lord,  how 
name  in  all  the  earth! 

We  recognize  Thee,  O  God,  as  the 
source,  the  inspiration,  the  counselor,  and 
the  good  and  gracious  guide  in  all  of  the 
great  and  worthy  enterprises  of  our  lives. 
We  believe  ih.it  this  happy  occasion  is  the 
consummation  oi  the  unselfish  and  loving 
labor  and  devotion  of  men  and  women  who 
have  an  abiding  faith  in  Thee,  and  who 
have  .in  unwavering  confidence  in  the  es- 
sential goodness  and  greatness  of  Thy  sons 
and  Thy  daughters.  To  Thee  we  give  hon 
i  ir  and  tribute  and  praise. 

And  tor  Thy   children    everywhere    we

pray  tor  a  continued  and  constant  manifes- 
tation of  Thy  loving  kindess  and  Thy  ten- 
der mercy.  Bless  Thou.  LI  Lord,  all  those 
who  at  any  time,  in  any  place — in  the  stren- 
uous and  perilous  times  of  war.  or  in  the 
happy  days  of  peace  —  have  jeopardized 
their  lives  or  in  any  way  employed  then- 
lives  that  the  kingdom  of  God  might  come, 
that  the  nations  of  the 
earth  might  be  advanced 
and  that  the  people  of 
the  whole  world  might 
he  privileged  to  live  their 
lives  in  greater  security, 
m  greater  beauty,  and  in 
greater  happiness.  T  o 
those  who  have  served  in 
any  way,  in  places  that 
are  high  and  in  places 
that  are  low,  when  the 
day  was  dark  or  when 
the  day  was  bright;  to 
all  those  who  have  in- 
vested their  time  and 
their  thought;  to  all 
those  who  have  given 
freely  of  their  labors  and 
of  their  possessions,  may 
this  building  stand  as  a 
loving  memorial,  and  as 
a  constant  reminder  dnd 
permanent  testimonial  of 
the  beauty  and  the  benign  benefits  ot  un- 
selfish service;  and  may  those  who  are  the 
recipients  of  these  benefits  and  these  priv- 
ileges have  a  profound  feeling  of  apprecia 
Hon  and  gratitude  and  obligation  an  oh 
ligation  th.it  is  to  be  met  only  in  term-  of 
appreciation  and  gratitude  and  faithful  ser- 
vice 

May  no  word  ever  he  spoken  here, 
and  may  no  note  ever  be  sounded  here, 
which  will  lower  the  dignity  or  mar  the 
harmony  or  in  any  way  vitiate  the  tine  spir- 
it of  this  place  which  today  we  dedicate  in 
Thy  name  to  the  service  of  the  generations 
that  now  live  and  to  the  service  of  unborn 
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generations.  Give  us,  O  God,  a  lively  ap- 
preciation of  our  high  privilege  and  a  keen 
sense  of  our  personal  and  social  responsi- 
bilities and  obligations.  And  let  the  beauty 
of  the  Lord,  our  God,  be  upon  us.  And  es- 
tablish Thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon 
us.  Yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish 
Thou  it.  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     Amen."

As  was  to  be  expected,  the  names  of  sev- 
eral members  of  the  1930  Bobcat  football 
team  found  places  in  the  make-up  of  prac- 
tically all  of  the  mythical  "All"  teams  of  the 
state. 

Three  men,  Quarterback  "Red"  Gabriel, 
Piqua;  End  Rex  Burke,  Paulding;  and 
Guard  Claude  Chrisman,  Mt.  Vernon; 
were  choices  on  every  major  selection  of 
the  season.  These  men  performed  in  a 
stellar  way  but  were  probably  only  slight- 
ly less  effective  and  deserving  than  others 
of  their  team-mates,  as  they  would  readily 
acknowledge.
